Prof. Johnson figu res that, u n­ 
der tin» system of tolls promu lgated 
b y the president the canal will b e self- 
su pporting du ring the first decade, and 
that in the second and su cceeding de­ 
cades the rev enu e ou ght to b e su fti- | 
clent to perm it of the u ltim ate amort­ 
isation of the entire $375,000,000 in­ 
v estment in the canal 
The tolls fixed b y the president are | 
practically those charged b y the Su ez 
canal, with which the American water­ 
way will com pete for a part of the 
w’orld’s shipping. 
The Panam a canal, 
howev er, will not impose any toll on 
passengers. 
The Su ez canal charges 
$2 for each passenger. 
T he presi­ 
dent’s proclamation 
prescrib es 
that 
the secretary of war shall prepare 
su ch regu lations as may b e necessary 
to carry the proclamation into fu ll 
force and effect.
